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Sir: 

In reply to the October 17, 2007 Election of Species Requirement, Applicants 
provisionally elect species A, claims 1-8, 10 and 1 1 , with traverse , which read on the elected 
species. 

However, this Election of Species Requirement is strongly traversed since it is 
contrary to PCT rules. For example, Article 27 of the Patent Corporation Treaty requires that: 
"no national law shall require compliance with requirements relating to the form or contents 
of the intemational application different from or in addition to those which are provided for in 
this Treaty and the regulations," 

Further, PCT Rule 13 requires that claims which encompass one single general 
inventive concept be searched and examined in the same intemational application. For 
example, PCT Rule 13.1 states: "the intemational application shall relate to one invention or 
to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept."
